This  velvet- 
een will  he  much  used  for  redingotes, 
lined  with  satin  surah,  ll  is  i!i|iially  as 
lianilsiitue  :i.s  Lyons  velvet,  ami  i  ;in  not 
be  disliiiguished  Irom  it,  except  that  the 
pile  docs  not  rub  up  or  pull  out  nor  Hat- 
ten  so  easily.  The  sanspweil  poplins 
brought  out  foi  the  early  f«U  trad^  ex- 
hibit some  of  the  oharaotenstios  of  the 
old-time  Irish  poplins,  bnt  are  decided- 
ly finer  in  quatity  and  softer  in  texture. 
They  havo  a  lustrous  surface  liiiish, 
which  renders  them  parliculavly  de- 
sirable for  handsome  costumes,  and 
come  in  all  the  new  tones  of  favorite 
C"lor.s. 

Slightly  ribbed  cloth  is  more  Ifrgely 
importea  than  the  smooth  hi^b",  :otli, 
and  the  rough  boiiretle  bison  cloths 
will  he  worn  tt'.;ain  this  winlcr.

streaming  after  them,  presenting  a  very 
curious  appearance.  The  shell  known 
as  the  Lima  Nians  is  part iciilarlv  re- 
markable for  these  flights,  alt]  all  the 
scallops  are  jnmpew  .  and  leapers.4|rom  thTs^uth 
When  placed  m  a  boat  they  have  been 
known  to  leap  out,  and  the  ordinary 
soallop  has  been  known  to  jump  out  of 
a  pot  when  plaoeidi^ipoii:  a  store.  A 
description  of  the  different  methods  by 
wltioh  shells  move  would  mi  a  Tolnme. 


Dritlsh  Bntana  Forests. 

I  In  the  quiet  reaches  of  the  river  bo- 
twern  the  eatarai-ls  the  scenery  was 
extremely  beautiful,  but  Ihe  thickness 
of  the  fore.si  made  it  impossible,  except 
when  very  near  the  shore,  to  distin- 
guish the  picturesque  kinds  of  vegeta- 
tion peculiar  to  the  tropics  fn)m  the 
vast  wall  of  green  which  nedged  us  in. 
It  was  only  when  taking  our  midday  i 
fesl.orat  ourc:im|is  for  tlie  night,  lh;it  1  | 
was  abletostuily I iie'lliira around  meand 
note  the  bcauly  and  |irofuseness  of  ili 
forms.  Orchids  were  abundant  enough,' 
and,  although  I  saw  no  species  ol 
jgreat  rarity,  yet  several  kinds  wbich 
were  in  flower  at  the  time  were  \  ery 
lovely.  Bromelias  and  tillandsias  rrrew 
in  thousands,  and  the  immense  leaves 
of  the  pothos  were  seen  overywhete.  In 
one  or  two  places  I  initii'eil  the  rare  and 
beautiful  climbing  p:ilm  (ilesinoiiens), 
and  in  tho  open  parts  of  tlie  fore  t  were 
great  numbers  of  caladiiims,  tb^  vari- 
colored leave*  of  which  are  ^  familiar 
in  our  hothouses. 

Animal  life  was  in  no  w,iy  piijminent, 
although  there  could  he  no  d.iubt  that 
the  forest  was  thickly  peopled,  for  at 
night  ;is  we  s;it  around  the  eaiup-lire  or 
lay  in  our  h;inimocks  many  were  tho 
weird  soiinils  that  came  from  the.  thick 
jungle  ncir  by.  The  nightly  concert 
was  usually  started  by  the  bo' sun,  a 
large  cicada,  who  sat  Iji  thd  tree-tops 
and  blew  a  tremulous  whistle  which 
could  be  heard  to  a  great  distance.  He 
was  followed  by  the  hylas,  or  tree- 
loads,  who  gave  vent  to  every  conceiv- 
able sound,  from  that  of  the  sawing  of 
wood  to  the  ehinkinrr  of  many  chains, 
and  were  accompanied  in  Iheir  voeal 
efl'orts  by  their  relations  in  the  marshes, 
who  kept  up  a  deep  and  not  unmusical 
bass.  All  night  long  the  goatsuckers 
never  desisted  from  their  melancholy 
moaning,  and  once  in  aw  hile  a  strange, 
mournful  wail  c;imc  from  the  forest, 
causing  us  to  star!  and  shiver  ;i.s  we 
heard  it.  1 1  was  Ihe  note  of  the 
bird  called  lost  soul.  Once  or  twice 
the  load,  deep  roar  of  the  jaguar  was 
heard,  and  it  never  failed  to  cause  a 
panic  among  the  Indians,  who  invaria- 
bly moved  tlieir  hammock-poles  nearer 
the  water  or  r.aiscd  the  hammocks  high- 
er in  the  trees  lo  be  mil  of  tlio  tiger's 
ri';u'h  should  he  pass  our  way.  Out  of 
all  the.  apiialling,  lilinid-cunlliuir  sounds 
that  were  hearil  in  these  tropical  woods 
none  could  equal  the  noise  that  came 
from  the  throat  of  the  red-coated, 
black-faced,  howling  monkey  ( myceles 
seniculus),  tho  "baboon"  of  the  colony. 
Occasionally  some  of  these  baboons 
vorud  us  with  a  lillle  rehearsal  ilui  iiig 
the  night,  bul  it  was  towards  morning 
that  the  conecrl  itself  began,  and  then, 
until  I  became  accustomed  to  it,  there 
was  no  more  sleep  for  me.  Words  are 
inadequate  to  describe  the  sound  which 
these  animals  produce.  It  is  something 
between  a  howl  and  a  roar,  with  an  oc- 
casional grunt  thrown  in,  the  whole  be- 
ing delivered  with  :ilioul.  the  intensity 
of  a  log-whistle,  and  tho  concert  being 
participated  in  by  baboons  for  miles 
around.  When  all  these  fellows  are  at- 
tending strictly  to  business  tho  result  in 
the  way  of  a  noise  may  be  imagined. 

Tracks  of  the  tapir  were  several  times 
se'  n  in  marshy  places  nean:  the  river 
bank,  and  I  sometimes  got  a  shot  irt 
Hocks  of  the  little,  le  l  s:ieAawinKi  mon- 
keys, which  were  very  common  on  this 
river,  lianas  called  "Waimiieka' '  by 
the  Indians,  frequently  tumbled  fioiii 
the  branches  into  the  stream  when  we 
paddled  near  the  shore,  and  on  two 
occasions  some  of  our  men  brought  in 
peccaries,  or  bush-hogs,  whieh  they 
had  shot  with  their  arrows  near  our 
eamp,  and  wliieU  proved  a  must  wel- 
come addition  to  our  larder,  notwith- 
standing their  rankness;  but  visible 
game  was  scarce,  and  a  man  would 
have  had  a  poor  living  who  depended 
on  his  gun  for  supports— -Cor.  Ohicago 
Tribune.

During  the  troubl«some  times  before 
and  subsequent  to  the  revolution  the 
Isles  of  Shoals,  off  the  coast  of  New 
Hampshire,  were  the  resort  and  hiding 
places  of  the  freebooters  who  haunted 
the  northern  coast,  and  these  silent 
roek.s,  if  they  could  speak,  would  tell 
many  a  tale  of  bloody  (riielly  and 
gloomy  wrong,  '.''he  ]iiralcs  iisril  lo 
come  here  to  divide  and  hide  their  booty, 
and  melt  up  Ihe  silver|)late  they  cap- 
tured from  the  colonists  along  the  coast. 

For  a  lon^  time  was  supposed  that 
bushels  of  doubloons  were  buried  in  the 
gaping  crevices  of  the  rocks,  or  the 
lit  tlccaves  that  havo  been  eaten  out  of  tho 
ledges' by  the  restless  tide:  but  the  place 
was  thoroughly  searched  by  several 
generations  of  lishormon,  and  nothing 
more  valuable  than  a  rusty  cutlasa  or  a 
bust  blunderbus  was' ever' found. 

The  grandames  tell  how  Canlaiii  Kydd 
came  bore  often  "as  he  sailed  m  he 
sailed,"  and  there  are  legends  of  other  j)i- 
riltcs  ipiite  aslieree  and  iree  ;is  he.  'Ihe 
.Star  Island  ii-eil  to  lie  bauiiteil  by  a 
lieaui.fiil  specter  with  lun^:'  while  rohes 
and  golden  trcs.scs  reaehin;;;  to  lier  heels,' 
who  used  lo  come  out  ufsuiuc  iindisuuv- 
cred  cavern  at  dawn  and  shadowing  her 
eyes  with  a  hand  that  was  as  white  and 
beautiful  as  a  lily's  bosom,  gaze  oB 
upon  the  sea  in  hopeless  expectancy 
ol  the  return  of  a  c'ipper  that  sailed 
away  .and  never  (•:uiie  l,;ick  again. 

The  story  goes  th.tt  a  blooiry-hcartivl 
old  piratO;  being  pursued  by  ii  cruiser, 
brought  his  beautiful  mistress  here  and 
left  her  while  he  went  out  to  battle, 
telling  her  that  by  dawn  he  would  be 
back  ag;iin,  but  he  came  not,  not  even 
till  now.  She  died  of  slai  valion,  but 
her  fivitliful  spirit  still  coiucs  to  tho  sum- 
mit of  the  island  as  the  sun  rises  ciu'h 
iiiorninir,  lo  meel  the  corsuir,  who  never 
reliirneil. 

There  are  eight  of  the  islands,  tho 
smallest  being  as  large,  or  rather  a:i 
small,  as  a  city  buiidiug  Wt,  and  thu 
largest  containing  only  a  couple  of  hun< 
dred  acres-  nothing  but  bare,  lifeless 
rocks,  c.'irvcd  hy  tlie  incessant  waves 
into  strange  grotcsipicness.  :iii.l  eovered 
by  no  vegetalion  except  low  i'lin;.';iiig 
vines  aiul  the  New  Kngbind  bliii'lierrv, 
l-'ourofthe  islands  arc  iuhabiled,  the 
largest,  the  Appledore,  tiears  a  hotel 
and  a  few  cottages.  Star  Island  has 
another  hotel  and  a  small  settlement 
of  tlshernien,  a  third  has  a  few 
lishf.rnien'.s  huts,  and  tho  fourth  has  a 
bold,  white  lighthouse  springing  out  of 
its  crest.  They  wero  discovered  by 
I  C:ipl;iin  ,lobii  Smith,  the  Iriund  ol'l'oca- 
linnias,  who  in  liiH  explored  tho  New 
Lngland  coast  in  an  open  boiit,  and 
spent  some  time  here  making  repairs 
and  resting. 

On  Start  stand  stands  the  only  monu- 
ment erected  in  .\iiicrica  lo  ('apl;iiii  .(olin 
Smith  it  IS  ;i  riiile  al!'air~a  prismatic- 
sli:i|)ed  shaft  of  marble,  upon  a  pedestal 
of  s:indslone,  inscribed  al  length  with 
the  record  of  his  valorous  deeds,  and 
some  cyclopedias  say  be  is  buried  l-,ere, 
but  that  is  a  misiakc.

The  houses  of  Honolulu  are  always 
open,  day  and  night,  as  the  temperature 
IS  .so  warm  that  one  has  to  sleep  out  nf 
I  doors,  as  it  were,  to  got  enough  frc^h 
air.  They  are  built"  mosilv  of  wood, 
though  many  of  the  oldest'  and  more 
substantial  houses  are  built  of  coral 
stone,  a  few  of  lava  stone,  and  many 
may  yet  be  seen  within  tho  limits  of 
Honolulu  mode  of  grass  and  occupied 
by  the  natives.  These  native  huts  or 
houses  are  built  by  making  a  frame- 
work of  b:itiiboo  poles  covered  with  lav- 
ers  of  the  banana  tree,  the  trunk  of 
which  can  be  removed  in  layers  This 
again  is  covered  with  grass  end  trimmed 
on  the  corners  and  top  by  weaving  the 
grass  into  different  patterns.  One 
opening  or  door  usually  admits  enough 
light  and  air  for  ihe  'nverai'e  native, 
though  some  huts  are  divided  into  sev- 
eral rooms,  with  two  and  sometimes 
three  doors.  A  mat  hung  down  on  the 
inside,  covering  the  opening,  is  ihe 
common  door.  Jlats  made  df  broad 
grass  interwoven  or  braided,  and  some- 
times Hags  form  the  carpets,  and  a  pile 
of  from  two  to  ten,  and  sometimes  even 
more,  make  the  bed  on  which,  the 
natives  and  invited  guests  sleep. 
Furniture  there  is  none,  the  natives  al- 
ways sitting  on  the  ground  with  their 
legs  crossed  beneath  them.  Iheir 
kitchen  is  outside,  and  is  composed  ot

This  year 
he  was  himsell'  >iiokcu  nl'  a-  a  "dark 
horse"  for  the  lli'|uil)lii'aii  iioiniiia- 
tiou.

1^1 1%  stbmatji.  /riu)  dyinlrhnn'  was 
movl^  into  a  nhadof  bud  soon  died 
without  ever  lieiiig  conscious  after 
bciny  shot.  A  crowd  of  negroes  wa.s 
around  the  tciil  where  the  kiliinj; 
occurred  and  they  told  so  many  con- 
llioting  stories  that  it  was  impossible 
to  got  at  tiio  facts.  It  was  evident 
that  they  were  biased  In  their  opin- 
ions and  disposed  to  iiiuke  the  atluir 
out  a  cold  blooded  uiiinler.  Alter 
considci  able  iiiipiiry  the  reporter 
succeeded  in  llnding  a  rclialle  eyri- 
wlLiiesH,  in  the  iwrsoii  of  Mi.  .1.  1!' 
liicks,  of  this  county.  Mr.  llicks 
said  hu  was  standing  close  by  when 
tlio  shooting  took  place.  Dojglass 
was  inanipuiatin<(  »  "cliuck  luck  ' 
bo.\  ut  tho  tentjnsi  in  iV'nt  >>f  the 
gale.  (I'ilisoii  came  up  and  look  u 
risk  ill  tlio  game.  Ifiii  throwinj;  the 
dice  three  sixes  were  thrown  (iibson 
was  to  be  paid  $!).  Ttirco  sixes  wore 
thrown  and  (llbxni  i  laiincd  the  inou* 
c)'.  I)(iu;;las-  ii'liiM'd  111  pay  it  over, 
■'hiiliuii^thut  IIr'Ic  was  a  rocked  die 
and  that  it  must  be  tried  over,  (iib- 
son  cursed  l)ou<;lai'S  and  told  him 
that  he  intended  to  liave  the  ij^:)  <>i 
kill  him,  tn  wliicli  Douglass  ifplied 
with  an  oath,  at  the  same  timodraw- 
iii<;  a  pistiil,  "If  Mill  ran  slioot  quick- 
er llian  I  ran.  Ii;:lit  in."  (juhik  as  a 
Hash  (iibson  siialclied  out  aseU'-cock- 
iiiK  Sinilii  &  Wesson  and  sent  a  bul- 
let into  the  upper  part  of  Douglass' 
stoinaoit  before  tiie  latter  Auid  pull 
the  trigger  qf  his  weapon.  Douglass 
fell  back  and  his  hat  fell  off  and  (lib- 
sou's  second  shot  went  tlii(iiii;h  tlir 
falllii);  hatandstnii  k  in  llierunirrof 
his  iMdulli  ami  patsed  throujth 
his  head.  Douglass  dropped  his  pis- 
tol after  tho  first  sliot  These  seem 
to  Im!  tho  fads  in  llic  case.  Iloth 
wounds  were  necessarily  fatal.  Im- 
iiiediairly  uflrr  the  shooting,  tiibson 
ran  towards  the  hill  on  Itiis.sellvilie 
street,  lie  was  i'ollowed  by  a  crowd 
of  negroes,  but  ho  lired  one  or  two 
shou  at  ilie  pursuers  and  they  quick- 
ly gave  up  tho  chase.  Several  otllccrs 
were  close  by  and  tlicv  fotlowcti  him 
and  captured  him  in  llir  miImhIi-  ul 
the  city.

As  the  Tisitor  to  tbU  port,  by  itaHDer 
•rbv  sailiDfr  vessel,  enters  the  famoae 
Goliien  Gate  and  realizes  the  exitet  and 

beauty  of  San  Francisco,  the  most 
prominent  nhji'ct  wiiicli  mrets  his  'f[tM 
IS  tlio  island  of  Alcatiaz.  that  seems  to 
stand  as  a  lotii;l_v  sentinel,  thoroughly 
armed  witb  lialterics  and  ri'doiibts,  pre- 
pared to  dispute  liis  |jassai;G  unless 
properly  oertilicd.  This  natural  forti- 
fication impressed  the  latest  comer  witb 
as  mitoh  force  in  this  respect  as  it  did 
the  first  of  tlie  Spanish  navigators,  who 
saw  in  it  an  advantJigoous'  point  from 
which  to  float  tlie  flag  of  his  sov  ereign 
and  compel  lUien  nations  to  rcndiT 
proper  li(iii,a<jc.  It  is  a  strikinir  fact 
th«»  the  Tcr}'  points  now  ooeupii  d  l)y 
the  various  fortifications  of  •'Uncle 
Samuel"  if  not  actually  used  by  the 
Spanish  authorities  before  the  coiu|uest, 
yet  they  wore  reserved  from  ih  •  granUi 
so  freely  granted  in  those  primitive 
days,  and  in  one  case  -the  rrcsidio  — 
was  ai-tiially  used  as  a  military  post  as 
early  as  is;),'),  licfore  this  lime  a  eoni- 
iniinication  had  been  addressed  to  the 
military  Governor  of  i:ionora,  uluise 
jurisdiction  extended  over  this  State, 
by  General  Mariano  G.  Vallejo,  his 
deputy,  who  gave  a  sketch  of  the  har- 
bor and  (M  the  facilities  for  defense 
against  invasion  by  armed  vessels.  'I'his 
report  made  special  mention  of  "Alea- 
trazes,"  or  Pelican  Island,  which 
was  recommended  to  the  care  of 
tlie  homo  government  for  the  purpose 
of  a  military  reservation.  Besides  the 
Presidio,  the  blufl's  opposite  the  en- 
trance to  the  harbor  were  noted,  and 
last  of  all  the  whole  of  Angel  Island  was 
marked  out  l>y  (ieiieral  Vallejo  as  well 
adapted  for  military  garrisons.  The  is- 
land of  Alcan  a/,,  thus  early  selected  by  a 
eompeleiil  soldier,  Has  always  regarded 
with  jeahms  care  liy  the  luotlior  conn- 
'ry,  and  among  all  tlin  grants  of  land 
recorded  in  favor  of  its  loyal  subjects  its 
name  never  appears.  The  only  attempt 
made  to  in;lune  it  was  In  the  second 
fraudulent  pajier  presented  by  the  fa- 
mous or  infamous  ,(ose  Y.  I/imantoiir, 
dated  Kcbrnary -7.  IHI.f,  which  claimed 
two  scpiare  lea;;nes  west  of  Yerlia 
Ruena,  and  iiii'hnlcd  in  this  ;,'rant  were 
Aleatraz  and  (ioat  Islands.  The  last 
named  island  also  came  within  the 
boundary  of  a  grant  to  Juan  Castro, 
dated  1838,  but  Tt  was  rejected  on  good 
(^rounds.  In  1838  A.  M.  Oslo  laid  claim 
U>  the  whole  of  Angel  Island,  but  as  he 
never  occupied  it  the  I'nilcd  States 
I.anil  Commission  n'jrciril  it.  The 
irroimds  at  pre-ent  iiicliidcd  in  the  I're- 
kiilio  UesiTvation  were  (■l:iimiMi  liy 
Benito  Diivz  and  I'rudenzio  iiaulillau. 
under  grants  applied  for  in  1848,  but 
these  met  the  same  fate  with  the  others 
at  the  Land  Commission.  With  the 
capture  of  California  by  the  Unified 
Slates  its  Army  and  Navy  Departments 
(oI1ow(hI  in  the  footseps  of  the  Mexic.ni 
(ioverninenl,  anil  these  natural  i)oinl- 
for  fortitication  were  earefnily  ])er- 
fected,  and  as  soon  as  ])ossible  steps 
taken  to  tit  them  for  emergencies.  As 
early  as  1863  Aloatraz  was  occupied  by 
a  company  of  soldiers,  and  under  the 
charge  of  experienced  officers  of  the 
F^ngineer  Department  work  was  com- 
menced to  make  this  ramptirl  impreg- 
nable. From  that  date  work  has  not 
ceased,  until  now  the  whole  appear- 
ance of  the  work  is  so  clianjed  that 
(hose  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  see 
it  in  its  original  shape  cannot  recognize 
it  But  the  island  is  more  than  a  fort- 
ress. It  is  a  prison,  where  many  a 
criminal  ha,s,  on  enti-riiig  its  lonely 
walls,  literally  left  hope  behind.  To 
this  place  were  brought,  diirini^  the 
civil  war,  many  uncom|)romisini;  ad- 
herents of  the  lost  cause  ;ind  jiirates  of 
the  Chapman  schooner,  captured  on  the 
eve  of  sailing  on  their  free  lance  voy- 
ue.  Here,  also,  came  the  remnant  of 
Ine  Modocs  to  end  their  days,  and  to- 
day there  are  many  captives  wearing 
out  their  lives  in  a  servitude  not  much 
removed  from  the  guano  workers  on 
the  lonely  islands  of  the  South  Pacific. 
^S(in  Fnincisco  Alia. 


nicety;  another  sews  the  parti 
together  with  wax  thread,  the  Ihre.ad 
piMing  through  a  iieated  metal  horn, 
whioh  keeps  it  soft  and  warm;  yet 
another  imitates  hand  sewing  with  yel- 
low thread,  leaving  an  extended  sole, 
which  is  afterward  beveled  to  look 
pretty.  The  merit  of  this  machine  is 
that  the  shoes  it  sews  are  pliable  and 
easy  to  the  foot,  and  brini;  a  good  prioe> 
This  does  its  work  in  elev  en  seconds. 

The  heels  are  made  separately,  and 
when  iini.<>hed  have  all  the  nails  pro- 
jecting half  an  inch  below  the  bottom  of 
the  lower  sheet  of  leather.  A  convict 
puts  one  of  these  heels  into  a  metal  cup 
in  a  press  of  great  power,  and  over  that, 
he  rests  a  shoe  in  (he  ri^'ht  position. 
Then  comes  down  a  ^rcat  bar  ard 
sipicczes  the  heel  and  siioe  to;rcth<>r, 
driving  every  other  nail  all  the  way  in, 
and  leaving  every  other  nail  sticking  ;» 
little  way  out.  He  takes  the  shoe  out, 
pn^i  a  pretty  heel  tap  in,  pul«  Uw  shoo 
back,  suliniit.s  it  to  the  pressure,  and 
iIk'II  withdraws  it  and  liiids  the  tap 
lirnily  nailed,  with  the  nails  not  (|uite 
through  the  ttip.  which  presents  a 
.smooth,  unhroken  surface,  The  lii-el- 
haviug  machines  present  to  the  heel  a 
set  of  rapidly  reviving  knives,  shaped 
to  make  a  straight  heel  or  a  guttered 
one,  or  even  a  lady's  French  heel.  •  Au- 
other  machine  cuts  the  front  of  the 
heel  square,  and  another  trims  and 
smooths  the  edge  of  the  sole.  The  edge 
of  the  sole  and  the  sides  of  the  heel  are 
blackened,  and  the  edj;e  is  put  under  a 
hot  iron  about  the  size  of  a  fat  ehc  tnuf. 
The  iron  moves  to  and  fro  with  incredi- 
ble rapidity,  in  imitation  of  the  motion 
of  the  cobblers,  who  used  to  do  the  work 
by  hand.  A  large  iron,  also  heated  by 
a  gas  jet.  docs  the  same  thing  for  the 
heel,  and  does  it  under  such  pressure 
that  cracks  and  unovennesses  in  the 
heel  are  smoothed  over,  tilled  up  and 
concealed. 

Some  shoe  uppers  have  cvelet  holes 
instead  of  button  hole*.  There  is  a  ma- 
chine in  the  prison  for  doing  this  work. 
It  has  two  steel  rods  close  to  one  an- 
other, and  while  one  piinchtis  the  holes 
the  other  inserts  the  eyelets,  which  run 
down  a  little  gutter,  rijrht  side  up,  ex- 
actly into  place  to  lix  the  pnnolures  in 
the  leather,  and  to  liavo  the  edges 
siitieezed  over  hy  thi-  other  rod  iind  the 
piece  that  tils  upon  it.  Twenty  years 
ago  shoemaking  machinery  performed 
only  one-half  this  work,  ana  did  that 
roughly.  Xow  the  shoes  made  in  Crow 
Hill  prison  are  such  as  most  persons 
wear,  and  are  in  all  n>spect8  snapely, 
presentable  and  well  lini^hed.  Some  of 
them  retail  id  lonror  live  dollars  a  pair. 

In  tiiis  prison,  side  by  side  with  the 
scum  of  huuiauity,  reputable  men  and 
■rirls  are  employe<L  There  are  proba- 
bly two  hundred  girls  in  the  female 
])rison,  who  live  in  Brooklyn,  come 
every  morning,  and  are  free  to  eo  home 
whenever  they  present  a  certain  ticket 
at  the  prison  'door.  The  Warden,  who 
is.  in  all  proliahility.  not  consulted, 
sine  '  these  persons  work  for  the  con- 
tractors, was  asked  what  he  thought 
was  the  efl'eet  of  such  surroundings  upon 
the  youths  of  good  morals.  He  replied 
that  there  used  to  be  a  general  feeling 
that  the  arrangement  was  improper  rad 
dangerous,  but  it  has  not  proved  m. 
Outside  free  labor  has  been  employed  in 
Crow  Hill  eleven  or  twelve  years,  and 
of  all  the  hundreds  who  have  thus  come 
daily  to  the  prison,  not  one  has  ever 
been  sent  there  as  a  |irisoner.  The 
outsiders  do  not  have  auytliiug  to  do 
witb  the  prisoners.  They  sit  apart,  and 
never,  under  any  circumstances,  speak 
a  woid  to  the  convicts.— ylni«rf«m  CW- 
livalor. 


8ix  Pairs  of  Shoes  a  Minute. 

A  cobbler  takes  half  a  day  to  sole  and 
heel  a  pair  of  shoes. .  In  Crow  Hill  Pen- 
itentiary a  few  hundreds  of  men  and 
women  start  with  the  raw  material  and 
turn  out  three  _  thonsami  and  eight 
hundred  pairs  of  shoes  in  ten  hours,  or 
mi.ire  than  six  pairs  of  slmcs  n  minute. 
The  men  and  women  have  little  to  do 
with  it.  Machines  do  the  work,  and 
need  only  to  be  fed,  started  and 
stopped;  all  the  fine  and  ingenious  work 
of  building  a  beautiful  shoe  they  do,  one 
part  at  a  time  and  one  machinb  to  each 
part.  For  instance,  the  lirst  machine 
cuts  the  soles  out  of  the  leather.  It  is 
nothing  but  a  punch  lilteil  with  a  knile 
the  shape  of  a  shoe  sole.  DiU'crent- 
sized  knives  cut  out  anything  from  a 
baby's  to  a  plantation  darky's  size. 
Cutting  out  the  soles  leaves  the  sheets  of 
leather  in  tatters.  The  biggest  tatters  are 
used  for  heels;  the  smallest  make  fuel. 
Leather  scraps  make  as  good  a  furnace 
tire  a.s  coal  does.  The  next  machine 
splits  a  thin  slice  of  the  upper  surface 
of  the  sole  a  litth-  way  from  the  cdiri>  all 
iround,  so  thai  it,  looks  as  if  a  thin 
sheet  bad  been  pasted  on  to  the  sole, 
leaving  the  edges  unpasted.  Under 
this  loose  edge  a  machine  presses  a  little 
glitter  or  channel,  in  which  the  nailing 
(U'  sewing  is  done,  and  afterwards  hiiT- 
den  by  pasting  the  loose  edge  over  it 
when  the  upper  is  attached. 

At  the  same  moment  other  convicts 
are  cutting  uppers  out  of  sheets  of 
dressed  caliskin.  They  lay  patterns  on 
the  skins  and  thus  cut  the  needed  sizes. 
This  is  done  by  hand,  but  the  linings 
are  sewed  to  the  uppers,  and  the  button- 
holes are  put  throiigh  both  leather  and 
linings  by  machinery.  The  buttonholes 
ire  stitched  by  automatic  machines,  con- 
lilting  of  a  sewing  machine  having  un- 
der the  neeille  a  littli'  |>'l;ite  wliich  turns 
exactly  in  accordance  with  the  outlines 
of  the  buttonhole,  and  sloos  when  the 
buttonhole  is  linished.  One  man  feeds 
several  machines,  starts  them  and  does 
not  touch  them  while  thev  are  at  work. 
After  this  the  soles  and!  uppers  come 
into  the  hands  of  one  set  of  convicts, 
the  lastera  and  lackers  on,  who  put  the 
two  together  with  a  very  few  s^all 
tacks.  These  people  all  work  like 
lightning,  but .tney  are  llow  beside  the 
machinery. 

The  soles  and  uppers  'are  firmly  joined 
in  several  ways.  One  machine  puts  in 
brass  screws  and  bites  them  off  exactly 
at  the  ri^ht  distance  between  the  upper 
and  under  surface  of  the  leather; 
«>otber  4rlTef  in  »a  iron  (orew  witb  tbe 


Mnity  Woors  to  Homm. 

Where  a  bouse  is  built  over  the 
ground  and  with  no  cellar  under  it,  the 

cnnliricd,  moist  air  encourages  mold 
and  decay  of  llie  timber.  The  spores ot 
mildew  are  undoubledly  unwholesome 
ami  provoke  diseases  vviiich  cninenndet 
tlie  head  of  malarial,  and  wiiich  often 
take  the  form  of  fevers  of  the  worst 
type.  Every  bouse  should  have  a  cellar 
iindcr  the  whole  of  it,  if  only  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  this  damp,*  confined 
air;  or.  if  not,  the  building  should  be 
set  on  posts  or  piers  two  feet  and  be 
wholly  open  under  it.  The  summer  ii 
the  worst  season  for  mildew,  as  it  will 
not  grow  in  the  winter  and  frost  kills 
it.  Houses  in  cities  are  always  built 
over  cellars:  for  the  greater  part  there 
is  far  more  attention  giren  to  healthful 
provision  of  this  kind  in  towns  and 
cities  than  in  couutrv  places.  Damp- 
ness in  the  soil  umfer  and  around  a 
house  is  certain  to  produce  the  most 
serious  diseases,  as  typhoicl  fcv<Ts,  con- 
sumption, rheumatism  and  the  so-called 
malarial  complaints,  and  will  ruin  the 
health  of  naturally  robust  persons.  The 
choice  of  the  location  for  a  house  is  oi 
the  utmost  importance;  itshonld  be  dry 
before  all  other  requirements,  and  a 
cellar  is  indispensable. — If.  I.  Tima.

Why  They  Do  Not  Diseuss  Them. 

The  Blaine  newspapers  do  notdiscuM

the  express  ground  that  he  is  dishonests 
Ww  jirima  fticii  presumption  of  his  in 
nocenco  is  really  changed  in  the  public 
mind  to  a  ;)ri'»i(( /'acie  presumption  of 
his  guilts  In  the  case  of  Mr.  Blaine, 
"kileuee  is  confession." 

■Some  of  his  Ic"  irrational  friends  see 
this  and  seek  to  say  thai  ••The  charges 
have  all  been  examined  and  the  man 
has  been  cleaiod.  There  is  no  use  of 
reopcnihg  the  matter."  Is  this  true? 
The  charges  weie  "e\amined"  by  the 
Commilleo  of  the  House  in  lS7t)  -up  to 
the  period  at  which  Mr.  Wlaiue  was  re 
(piired  to  produce  the  Mulligan  letters 
and  stand  a  cioss-examiualion  on  Ihem. 
Two  things  prevented  that  step  from 
being  taken.  Mr.  Blaine  had  an  op- 
portune sunstroke  and  he  resigned  his 
seat  in  the  House,  with  the  result,  and, 
indisputahlv  with  the  intention,  of  put- 
ting himsfllf  beyond  its  juri.sdietion.

from  Maine  indii  ato  a  llcpulilican  ma- 
jority of  some  15,iJUU  to  ll),00tl.  The 
returns  have  been  sent,  compared  with 
those  of  September,  I HSO— a  silly  mode 
of  coiupari.son  which  only  requirc'i  a 
little  more  an  ilysis  to  ;ret  at  the  pro'na 
bio  result.  The  lilaiue  managers  will 
claim  a  grctit  victory.  They  ought  to 
be  allowed  all  the  encouragement  they 
can  gather  from  the  eSoct  of  their 
great  and  praolio:iily  unopposed  efforts 
in  the  State  from  which  they  have  taken 
their  candidate.
